A communication, in writing, was received from the President 
of the United States, by Mr. Joseph Jones Munroe, his Seeretary, 
who ddivered in the same at the Speaker's taUe, and withdrew, 

Tlio said communication was read, and is as follows: 
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FdlaW'CUbsens (^ the /senate , 

and of the House oJBepretentaHve$. 

The aafijrfcions circumstances under which jon will commence 
the duties of the present session^ will lighten the burden insepara- 
ble from the high trust committed to you. The fruits of the earth 
have heen unusually abundant: commerce has flourished; the reve- 
nue has exceeded the most favorable anticipation, and peace and 
amity are preserved with foreign nations, on conditions just and hon*- 
orable to our country. For these inestimable blessings, we cannot 
but be grateful to that Providence which watches over the destinies 
of nations. 

As the terra limited for the operation of the cbmmercial conven- 
tion with Oreat Britain will expire early in the month of July next, 
and it was deemed important that there should be no interval, dur- 
ing which that portion of our commerce, which was provided for by 
that convention, siiould not be regulated, either by arrrangement be- 
tween the two governments, or by the authority of Congress, the mi- 
nister 6f the United States at London was instructed, early in the last 
Eummer, to invite the attention of the British government to the sub- 
ject, with a view to that object. He was instructed to propose, also, 
that the negotiation which it was wished to open, might extend to the 
genet*al commerce of the two countries, and to every other interest 
and unsettled difference between them; particularly those relating 
to impressment, the fisheries, and boundaries, in the hope that an 
arrangement might be made, on principles of reciprocal advantage, 
which might comprehend, and provide, in a satisfastory manner, for 
all these high concerns. I have the satisfaction to state, that the 
proposal was received by the British government in the spirit which 
prompted it, and that a negotiation has been opened at London, 
embracing all these objects. On full consideration of the great ex- 
tent and magnitude of the trust, it was thought proper to commit it 
to not less than two of our distinguished citizens, and, in conse- 
quence, the envoy extraordinary and minister pleni])otentiary of 
the United States at Paids, has been associated with our envoy ex- 
traordinary and minister plenipotentiary at London; to both of 
whom corresponding instructions have been given; and they are now 
engaged in the discharge of its duties. It is proper to add, that, to 
prevent any inconvenience resulting from the delay incident to a ne- 
gotiation on 80 many important subjects, it was agreed, before en- 
tering on it, that the existing convention should be continued for a 
term not less than eight years. 

Our relations with Bpain remain nearly in the state in which 
they were at the close of the last session. The convention of 1802, 
providing for the adjustment of a certain portion of the claims of 
our citizens for injuries sustained by spoliation, and so long sus- 
pended by the Spanish goyemmenl^ has at length been ratified by it; 

2 
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but no airangement has yet been made fbr the paymmit of aaiftilier 
porticHi of like claims^ not less extensive or well founded, or for 
other classeB of claims, or for the settlement of boundaries. These 
fpdy^cts have again been brought under consideration in both coun- 
tries, but no agreement has been entered into respecting, thmii. Im 
the mean time, events have occurred, which cleai*ly prove tVe Ul ef- 
fect of the policy which that government has so long pursued, oik tbm 
{riendUty relations of the two countries, which, it is pt*esttmad, it is »i 
east of as much importance to Spaint as to tlie United States* to 
maintain. A state of things has existed in the Floridas, the tendo«b« 
Cy of which has been obvious to all who have paid the slightest at«> 
tention to the progress of affaii'S in that quainter. Throughout the 
whole of those provinces to which the Spanish title extends, tlie go- 
vernment of Spain has scarcely been felt. Its authority has beeat 
confined almost exclusively to the walls of Fensacola and St. Au« 

Sustine, within which only small garrisons have been maintained, 
adventurers from every country, fugitives from justice, and abscond* 
ing slaves have found an asylum tliere. Several tribes of Indians^ 
9trong in the number of their warriors, remarkable for their feroci- 
ty, and whose settlements extend to our liniits, inhabit tlioso pro«> 
vinces. These different hordes of people, connected together, dis* 
regarding, on the one side, the authority of Spain, and protected, 6m 
tlie other, by an imaginary line, which separates Florida from the 
United States* have violated our laws prohibiting the introduction 
of slaves, have practised various frauds on our revenue, and com- 
mitted every kind of outrage on our peaceable citizens, which their 
1 proximity to us enabled them to perpetrate. The invasion of Ame- 
ia Island, I&st year, by a small band of adventurers, not exceeding 
o,ne hundred and fifty in number, who >yrestcd it from the inconsi- 
derable Spanish force stationed there and held it several months, 
during which, a single feeble effort only was made to recover it, 
which failed, clearly proves how completely extinct the Spanish au- 
thority had become; as the conduct of those adventurers, while in 
possession of the Island, as distinctly shows the pernicious purposes 
for which their combination had been formed. 

This country had, in fart, become the tlieatre of every species oS 
lawless adventure. With little population of its own, the Spanish 
authority almost extinct, and the colonial govenments in a state of 
revolution, having no pretention to it, and sufficiently employed ia 
their own concerns, it was in a great measure derelict, and the ob- 
ject, of cupidity, to every adventurer. A system of bucanneering 
was rapidly organizing over it, which menaced, in its consequences, 
the lawful commerce fH every nation, and particulai*Iy of the United 
States^ while it presented a temptation to every people, on whoso 
seduction its success principally depended. In regard to the United. 
Statesy the pernicious effect of this unlawful combination, was not 
confined to the ocean. The Indian tribes have constituted the ef- 
fectire force in Florida. With these tribes, these adventurers had 
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Amed^ «t an eftriyperM, ft connection, with a view t6 ftvtil tbihi^ 
ieitpes of ikAt fbroe^ to promote their own projects of aocunHiIatiolt 
nd ai^grandizement* It In to the interference of some of these ad* 
▼enttmrSf in misrepresenting the claims and titles of the Indians to 
land, and in practicing on their savage propensities, that the Betni** 
mde war is principaliv to be traced. Men who thus connect them* 
•slves with savage communities, and stimulate them to war, Which 
is always attended, on their part, with acts of barbarity the most 
shocking, deserve to be viewcKl in a worse light than the savages« 
They woald rertatnly have no claim to an immunity from the pun* 
ishment, which, according to the ndes Of warfare practised by the 
savages, might justly be inflicted on the savages^ themselves. 

If the embarrassments of Spain prevented her from making all 
indemnity to our citizens, for so long a time, from her trei|sury» W 
their losses by spoliation* and otherwise, it was always in her pow« 
tr to have provided it, by the cession of this territory. Of this, her 
gavesmment has been repeatedly apprized, and the cession was the 
more to have been anticipated, as Spain must have known that, in 
ceding it, she wotdd, in effect, cede what had become of little value to 
her, and Would likewise relieve herself from the important obliga* 
tion secared by the treaty of 1795, and all other compromitment!( 
respecting it. If the United States, from consideration of thesa 
embarresments, declined pressing tlieir claims in a spirit of hostili* 
ty, the motive onght, at least, to have been duly appreciated by 
the government of Spain. It is well known to her government that 
other powers have made to the United States an indeminltjr for like 
losses, sustained by their citizens at the same epoch* 

There k, nevertheless, a limit, beyond which this spirit of ami- 
ty and forbearance can, in no instance be justified. If it was pro« 
per to rely on amicable negotiation for an indemnity for losses, it 
would not bavc^ been so to have permitted the inability of Spain to 
fulfil her engagements, and to sustain her authority In the Floridasy 
to be pervcKed, by foreign adventui*ers and savages, to purposes so 
destmctive to the lives of our fellow-citizens, and the highest inte« 
rests of the United States. The right of self-defbnce never ceases. 
It is among the roost saored and alike necessary to nations and 
to individuMS. And, whether the attack be made by Spain herself| 
or l^ those who abuse her power, its obligation is not the less strong. 
The invaders of Amelia Island hail assumed a popular an4 respect* 
«d title, wider which they might approach and wound us^ As their 
object was distinctly seen, and the duty imposed on the executive^ 
ky an existing law, was profoundly felt, that mask was not per* 
roitted to protect tbena It was thought incumbent en the United 
States to 8uppress«the establishment, and it was accordingly done. 
The combination in Florida, for the unlawfol purposes stated, tiie 
acts perpetrated by that combination, and, above all, the incitement 
of the Indian^, to massacre our fellow-citizens, of every age, and of 
Mb sexesi merited a like treatment, and received if. In pursuing 
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these savages to an imaginary linet in the woods, it would have been 
the height of foUy to have suffered that line to protect them. HaA 
that heen done» the war could never cease. Even if the terrttorjr 
liad been* exclusively» that of Spain, and her power complete over 
it, we had a right, by the law of nations, to follow the euemy on il» 
and to subdue him there. But, the territory belonged, in a certain 
sense, at least, to the savage enemy who inhabited it; the power of 
Spain had ceased to exist over it, and protection was souglit, uiider 
b^ title, by Aose who had committed on our citizens, hostilities 
which she was bound by treaty to have prevented, but had not tiie 
power to prevent. To have stopped at that line, would have given 
new encouragement to these savages, and new vigor to the whole 
combination existing there, in the prosecution of all its pernicioQS 
purposes. 

In suppressing the establishment at Amelia Island, no un- 
friendliness was manifestQd towards Spain, because the post was 
taken fntm a force which had wrested it from her. The mea8ure» 
it is true, was not adopted in concert with the Spanish governnient» 
or those in authority' under it; because, in transactions connected 
with the war in which Spain and the colonies are engaged, it wa^ 
thought proper, in doing justice to the United States, to maintain a 
strict impartiality towards both the belligerent parties, without coq« 
-aolting or acting in concert with either. It gives me pleasure to 
state, that tlie governments of Buenos Ayres and Venezuela, whose 
names were assumed, have explicitly disclaimed all participation 
in those measures, and even the knowledge of them, until commu- 
nicated by this government, and have also expressed their satisfac- 
tion that a course of proceedings had been suppressed, which, if 
justly imputable to them* would dishonor their cause. 

In authorizinj^ major general Jackson to enter Florida, in 
pursuit of the Seininoles, care was taken, not to encroach on. the 
rights of Spain. I regret to have to add, that, in executing Uiia 
oiHler, facts were disclosed, respecting the conduct of the officers of 
Spain, in authority there, in encouraging the war, furnishing mu- 
nitions of warf and other supplies, to carry it on^ and in other acts, 
hot less marked, which evinced their participation in the hostile 
purposes of that combination, and justified the confidence, with 
which it inspired tlie savages, that, by those officei*s they would be 
protected. A conduct so incompatible with the friendly relations 
existing between the two countries, pailicularly with the positive 
obligation of the 5tb article of the treaty of 1795, by which Spain 
in^ bound to restrain, even by force, those savages, from acts of 
hostility against the United States, could not^U to excite surprise* 
The commanding general was convinced tliat hi^shoirid fail in his 
object, that he shovuid in effect accomplish nothing, if he did not de- 
pnve th(»se savages of the resource on which they had calcidatedf 
luid of the protection on which ,they had relied in making the war. 
As all the documents relating to thU occurrence will be laid before 
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Conipnmh it w not aecessary to enter into further detail respecting 
it. 

Although the reasons ^ich induced major general Jackson 
to take these posts were duly appreciated, there was, nevertheless^ 
no hesitation in deciding on the course which it beciune the govem- 
ment to pursue. As there was reason to believe that the command- 
ers of these posts had vicJated their instructions, there was no dis- 
position to impute to their government a conduct so unprovoked and 
iiofitile. An order was in consequence issued to the jB^neral in com- 
mand there, to deliver the posts; Pensacola,' unconditional!, to any 
pwson duly authorized to receive it; and SU Marks, which is in 
the heart of* the Indian country, on the arrival of a competent force^ 
to defend it against those ^vages and their associates. 

In entering Florid^Mo suppress this combination, no idea was 
entertained of hostility to Spain, and, however justifiable the com- 
manding ^neral was, in consequence of the misconduct of the Spa- 
nish officers, in entering St. Marks and Pensacola, to terminate it, 
by provh)g to the savages and their associates, tliat they should not 
be protected, even there; yet the amicable isolations, existing be- 
tween the United States and Spain, could not be altered by that act 
mlone. By ordering the restitution of the posts, those relations 
were ^reserved. To a change of them, the power of the executive 
is deimied incompetent. It is vested in Congress only. 

By this measure, so promptly taken, due respect was shown to 
the government of Spain. The misconduct of her officers has not 
been imputed to her. She was enabled to review with candor, her 
relations with the United States, and her own situation, particularly ^ 
in respect to the territory in question, with the dangers inseparabto 
from it; and, regarding the losses we have sustain^, for which in- 
demnity has been so long withheld, and the in jaries we have suflrei*ed 
through that territory, and her means of redress, she was likewise 
enabled to take, with honor, the course best calculated to do justice 
to the United States, and to promote her own welfare. 

Copies of the instructions to the commanding general;of his cor- 
respondence witli tiie Secretary of War, explaining his motives, and 
justifying his conduct, with a copy of the proceedings of the courts 
martial, in the ti*ial of Arbuthnot and Ambristie; and of tlic corres- 
pondence between the Secretary of State and the minister plonijio- 
tentiary of Spain, near this government: and of the minister pleni- 
potentiary of the United States, at Madrid, with the government of 
Spain, wUi be laid before Congress^ 

The civil war, which has so long prvailed between Spain, and 
the provinces in South America, still continues without any prospect 
of its speedy termination. The information respecting the condi- 
tion of those countries, which has been collected by the Commission- 
eni» recently returned from thence, will be laid before Congress, in 
cq^ies of their reports, with such otiier information as has been 
ceived from other agents of the United States. 
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It iqipean, fhHB th«Be comiMiiictttmM» that tte gOTO^^ at 
Buenos Ay res declared itself independent in July, 1816, having pr»« 
▼iously exercised the power of an independent goTornsM^ thouf^ 
in the name of the Ring of Spain* from the year ISIO: tliat» th# 
Banda Oriental* Entre Rios* and Paraguay, with the city of Sante 
Fee, all of which are also independent, are uneonnaded witii- Una 
Bresent goremmeotof Buenos Ay res: that Chili has declared ilacdf 
bidepeadent* and is closely connected with Buenos Ayres: that Ve* 
neauela has also declared itself independent* and now maintains tli* 
conflict with various success; and that the remaining parts of Soath 
America* except Monte Video, and such other portions of the £aBl« 
em bank of the La Plata as are held hy Portugal, are stall in tlae 
possession of Spain, or* in a certain degree, under her inflnenoai» 

By a circular note addressed by the itinisters of Spain tp the 
alKed powers witli whom they are respeetively accredited* it appears 
that tiic allies have undertaken to mediate between Spain and the 
South American provinces* and that the manner and extent of their 
interposition would be settled by a Congress, which was to have met 
at Aix-Ia-Chapelle in September last. From the general policy and 
eoorse of proceeding observed by the allied powers in regard to this 
contest* it is inferred that they will confine their interposition ta the 
expression of their sentiments; abstaining from the application ef 
force. I state this impression, that force will not he «|^lied» with 
the greater satisfaction* because it is a course more consistent with 
jnstice, and likewise authorizes a hope that the calamities of the war 
will be confined to the parties only* and will be of shorter duration. 

From the view taken of this subject, founded on all the infbr* 
nation that we have been able to obtain* there is gdod cause to be 
satisfied with the course heretofore pursued by the United States^ 
in regard to this contest, and to conclude* that it is proper to adhere 
to it, especially in the present state of afihirs. 

I have great satisfaction in stating* that our relations with 
France, Russia, and other powers, cononue on the most friendly 
basis. 

In our domestic Goncems«we have ample cause of satisfaction. 
The receipts into the Treasury, during the three first quarters of 
the year, have exceeded seventeen millions of dollars. 

After satisfying all the demands which have been made under 
existing appropriations, including the final extinction of the old six 
per cent, stock, and the redemption of a moiety of the Louisiane 
debt, it is estimated that there will remain in the Treasury, on the 
first day of January next* more than two millions of dollars. 

It is ascertained that the gross revenue which has accrued ften 
the customs during the same period amounts to twenty-one millions 
of dollani* and that the i*evcnuc of the whole year may be estimated 
at not less than twenty-six millions. The sale of the public lands 
during' the year has also greatly exceeded* both in quantity and 
price, that of any former year; and there iejost reason to expect e 
progressive improvement in that souixe of revenue. 
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li'M gniOfflng to knirvr, that, aMiMgli the atimni} axpenfitore 
hm bMti merwamf Irjr tke act of tbe last seaskm of Congress, pra- 
vMhg flir reTolatioiiarf pensions, to an amount about equal to the 
proceedH of the internal duties, which were then repealed, the reve- 
aae for the ensuing year will be proportionally augaiented, uni 
thaty whilst Ae pojplic etpenditure will probably remain stationaryt 
each snccessiTe year will add to tiie national resources, by the or^ 
Anary increase of our population, and by the gradual developeaMnt 
of our latent sources of national prosperity. 

f The strict execution of the revenue laws, resulting princlpaUy 
frottr the salutary provisions of the act of the 20th of April lasty 
aaaending the several collection laws, has, it is presumed, secoredi 
to domestic manufactures all the relief that can be derived from tlici 
duties, which have been ipiposed upon foreigh merchandise, for their 
]Mtitaction. Under the influence of this relief, several branches of 
tUa important national interest have assumed greater activity, ud» 
although it is hoped that others will gradually revive, and ultimate-^ 
ly triaraph over every obstacle, yet die expediency of granting fur- 
ther pvoteetion is submitted to your consideration. 

The measures of defence, authorized by existing laws, have 
been pursoed with the zeal and activity due to so important an oh- 
ject, and with all the despatch practicable in so extensive and great 
an undertaking. The survey of our maritime and inland frontiers 
has been continued; and, at. the points where it was decided to erect 
fortlflcations, the work has been commenced, and, in some instances^ 
oansiderable progress has been made. In compliance with resolu- 
tions of the last session, the board of commissioners were directed to 
SKaattifiein a particular manner the parts of the coast therein deslg 
BiUed* and to report their opinion of the most suitable sites for two 
navml depots. This work is in a train of execution. The opinion 
ofthe board on this subject, with a plan of all the works necessary 
to a general system of defence, so far as it has been formed, wiH be 
laid before Congress, in a report from the proper department, as 
soon as it can be prepared. 

In conformity with the appropriations of the last session, trea- 
ties have been formed with the Quapaw tribe of Indians, iiiliabiting 
the coiintry on the Arkansaw, and with the Great and Little Osages 
north of the White river; with the tribes in the state of Indiana; with 
the several tribes within the state of Ohio, and the Michigan 
territory^ and with the Chickasaws; by which very extensive 
cessioiia of territory have been made to the United States. Ne- 
gotiiitlons are now depending with the tribes in the Illinois territo- 
ry, and wifli the Choctaws, by which it is expected that other exten- 
sivo cessions will be made. I take great interest in stating that the 
eeadions already made, which ai*e considered so important to the 
United 8tates> have been obtained on conditions very satisfactory to 
the Indians, 
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With a view to the secaritj of our iidand fronfieFS» it has been 
thought expedient to establish strong posts at tiie mouth of the Yel<^ 
low Stone River^ and at the Mandan Tillage* on the Missouri: and 
at the mouth of St. Peters, on the Mississippi, at no great distanoe 
from our northern boundaries. * It can hardly be presameil, while 
such posts are maintained in the rear of the Indian tribes, tiuit thejr 
will venture to attack our peaceable inhabitants. A strong hope is 
entertained that this measure will likewise be productive of much 
good to the tribes themselves; especially in promoting the great ob«^ 
ject of their civilization. Experience has clearly domonstratady 
that independent savage communities cannot long exist within the 
limits of a civilized population. The progress of the latter has, al« 
most invariably, terminated in the extinction of the former, espe* 
cially of the tribes belonging to our portion of this hemisphere^ 
among whom, loftiness of sentiment, and gallantry in action, have 
been conspicuous* To civilize them, and even to prevent their ex* 
tinctimi, it seems to be indispensable that their independence, as 
communities, should cease, and that tlie control of the United States 
over them should be complete and undisputed. The hunter state 
will then be more easily abandoned, and recourse will be had to the 
acquisition and culture of land, and to other pursuits tending to dis- 
solve the ties which connect them together as a savage community^ 
and to give a pew character to every individual. I present this 
subject to the consideration of Congress, on the presumption that it 
may be found expedient and practicable to adopt some benev<dent 
provisions, having these objects in view, relative to the tribes Withiii 
our settlements. 

It has been necessary, during the present year, to mmntaia. m 
strong naval force in tlie Mediterranean, and in the Gulf of Mexi- 
CO, and to send some public ships along the Southern coast, and to 
the Pacific Ocean. By these means, amicable relations with the 
Barbary powers have been preserved, our commerce has been pro- 
tected, and our rights respected. The augmentation of our navy is 
advancing, witli a steady progi^ess, towai^ the limit contemplated 
by law. 

I communicate, with great satisfaction, the accession of another' 
state, Illinois, to our Union; because I |)erceive, from the proof af-* 
forded by the additions already made, the regular progress and snre 
consummation of a policy, of which history affords no example, aiMi 
of which the good effect cannot he two highly estimated. By ex* 
tending our government, on the priuciples of our constitation over . 
the vast territory within our limits, on the Lakes and the Miasissip- 
piy and its numei*ous streams, new life and vigor are infused into ^ve^ 
ry part of our system. By increasing the number of the states, the con* 
fidenceof the state governments in theirown security is increased, and 
their jealousy of the national government proportionally diminished. 
The impracticability of one consolidated government for this great 
and growing nation will be more apparent, and will be universally 
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mdmitted. Incapable fif exercising locd autborityt except Teir fune- 
ral purposes* the general government will no longer be dreaded. In 
thoae cases of a local nature* and for all the gi*eat purposes for wliich 
it was instituted) its authority will be cberished. Each government 
will acquire new force and a greater freedom of action, within ila 
proper sphere. Other inestimable advantages will foUow: our produce 
will be augmented to an incalculable amount,in articles of the greatest 
value for domestic use and foreign commerce. Our navigation will^. 
in like degi*ee be increased; and, as the shipping of the Atlantic 
states will be employed in the transportation of the vast produce of 
the western cimntry, even those parts of the tFnitcd States, which 
are most remote from each other, will be further bound together 
by the strongest ties which mutual interest can ci*eato. 

The situutton of this District, it is thought, requires the atten- 
tion of Congress; By the constitution, the power of legislation is 
exclusively vested in the Congress of the United States. In the e:^- 
emise of this powpr, in which the people have no participation. Con- 
gress legislate in all cases, directly, on the local concerns of the Dis- 
trict. As this is a departure, for a special purpose, from the general 
principles of our system, it may merit consideration, whether an ar- 
ranjg^ement better adapted to the principles of our goverimientt and 
to the partioula:* intei'csts of the peopks may not be devised* which 
will neither infringe the constitution, nor affect the object which tho 
provision in' (lurstion was intended to secure. The growing popular 
tion, already considerable, and the increasing business of the Dls* 
trict, which it is believed already interferes witli the deliberations 
of Congress on great national concerns, furnish additional motives 
for recommending this subject' to your consideration. 

When we view the great blessings with which our country haa 
been favored, those which we now eiiijoy, and the means which we 
possess of handing them down, unimpaired, to our latest posterity^ 
our attention is irresistibly drawn to the source from whence they 
flow. Let us then unite in offering our most grateftil acknowledg- 
ments for these blessings to the Divine Author of all good.

soon ccaso to be a burden upon the genei*osity of his counti*y, he prays 
for such support as a grateful recollection of his public services may

Resolved, That the President of the United States, be request- 
ed to lay before this House, (unless in his opinion, it shall not be 
proper to do so,) any instructions that may have been transmitted 
from the Department ol' State, to our minister at Madrid, in relation 
to the late proceedings of the army of the United States, in Florida^ 
and any correspondence wliich may have passed between the two go- 
vernments on that subject* 

The bill from the Senate, entitled << An ad to increase the com- 
pensation of the surveyor of the port of Patuxet, in Rhode Island," 
was read the first and second time, and referred to the committee 
of Commerce and Manufactures. 

The bill from the Senate, entitled *« An act for the relief of 
Matthew Barrow,'' was read the first and second time, and referred 
to the committee of Claims. 

An engrossed bill, entitled ^< An act authorizing the distribu- 
tion of a sum of money, among the representatives of commodore 
Edward Preble, and the officers and crew of the brig Syren,*' was 
read the third time and passed* 

Ordered, That the title be as aforesaid, and that the clerk car- 
ry the said bill to the Senate, and ask their concurrence th* rein.

intercepting on the coast of Africa, or elsewhere, such vessels of the 
United States, as may be engaged in the slave trade.

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury, be directed to 
report to this House, the number and nataes of the slave ships, if 
any, the ports from which they sailed, and where and by whom 
owned, which have been seized and condemned within the United 
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Statcsy for violations of th«) laws thereof, against the importation of 
filavps; and if any nej^roes^ niulattoes« or persons of color, have been 
found on board such vessels, their number* and the dispoaition which 
has been made of them, by the several state governments, under 
Vrhose jurisdiction th«*y have fallen. 

The Speaker laid before the Rouse, a letter from the Secretary 
of War, accompanied viith a list of the name.s« &c. of persons placed 
on the pension list, to the I6th of November last, under the act of 
the 18th of March, 1818, rendered in compliance with the resolu- 
tions of this House, of the 20th of April and 28th November, 1818;

** It shall be the duty of the committee of Ways and Means, in 
preparing bills of appropriation, not to include appropriations for 
carrying into effect treaties made by tlie United States, in a bill 
containing a|^ropriations intended for other objects; and where aUt 
apf>ropriation bill shall be referred to that committee Toi- their con> 
sideration, containing appropriations for carrying a treaty into ef- 
fect; and also, appropriations for other objects, it siiall be the duty 
of the committee to propose such amendments as shall prevent appro-* 
priations for carrying a treaty into effect, frpm being included in the 
9aroe bill which contaiiiR appropriations for other objects." 

The House i*e8olved itself intoa committee of the whole, on the 
amendments pi«oposed by the Senate, to the biQ, entitled ^* An act 
making appropriatiuns for the support of the navy of the United 
States, for the year 1819;*' and after some time spent therein, Mr.

5th. That no by-law of the corporation shall exclude the directors* 
appointed by the government from a full knowledge of all the concerns 
of the bank, and of the accounts nf every person (paling with it, and that 
the assent of at least one public director shall be necessary to allow any 
diacount, and to render valid every act of the board of directors. 

6th. That the provision in the second fundamental article, prohibit- 
ing any director from holding his dlice mpre than tlifee years, out of four 
in SQCcesdon, may 'be modified or repealed by Congress.

Tn^o uifssages, in writing, were received from the Pi'esident of 
ihe United States, by Mr. Joseph Jones Monroe^ his Secretary, 
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which he delivered in at the Speakers tahle: and then withdrew. 
Tho first of the Baid messages was rfead, and is as follows: 

2b the House of Bepreseniatives oj the United States: 

I transmit to Congress, a copy of a letter from goremor Bibb, 
to major g^ieral Jackson, connected with the late military operations 
in Florida. This letter has been mislaid, or it would have been com- 
municated with the other documents, at the commencement of the 
session*

The House ftgaih resolved itself into a committee of the \vhole» 
on tha state of the Union; and after some time spent therein, Mr.

Mr. Holmes presented a petition of Abner Curtis, praying com« 
pensation for his vessel, which was captured by a British ship, in 
the late war, while employed in transporting naval stores for the 
United States.

Mr. M*Lane, of Delaware^ presented a petition of the Dela- 
ware ** Society for the Promotion of Domestic MauufactureSf*^ praying 
that further measures may be adopted for the protection and en* 
couragement of the various manufacturing establishments within 
the United States. 

Ordered^ That the said petition be referred to the committee 
of Commerce and Manufactures. 

Mr. Harrison, presented a petition of John Whipple, praying 
compensation for his houses and other property, which was destroy* 
ed by the British forces, in the late war, in consequence of baviyg 
been in the occupation of the troops of the United States. 

Mr. Butler^ of Louisiana, presented a petition of William B. 
Ligon, praying compensation for his schooner, called the Celestef 
which was lost while in the public service, transporting provisions 
and military stores from New Orleans to Port Scott, in the year 
1818. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee 
of Claims. 

Mr. Smith, of Maryland, from the committee of Ways and 
Meansi nportad a bill in addittoa to^ and in alteration of, an act. 
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entitled '< An apt laying a duty on imported salt* grantini; a bounty 
on pickled fish cicportcd, and allowan€e9 to certam vess*»h employ- 
ed in the fisheries,'* which was read the first and second time^ and 
committed to the committee of th^ whole, to which is committed the 
bill in addition to an act, entitled «< An act to regulate the collection 
of duties on imports and tonnage,'^ passed the 2d day of March, 1799. 

The Speaker laid heforc the House, a .memorial of William 
Jones, late President of the Bank of the United States, containing 
an exposition of the views and motives which have regulated his 
official conduct, and submitting his case to the wisdom and justice 
of Congress, in the full confiflence that his reputation will not be 
subjected to obloquy, by inferences alike repugnant to his principles 
an4to the whole tenor of his private and public life; which was read 
and ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. Marr, from the Select committee, appointed on the 1st inst. 
on the subject, reported a bill, to amend the act, entitled **' An act, 
supplementary to the act. entitled ' An act to autliorize the state of 
Tennessee, to issue grants and perfect titles to certain lands there- 
in described, and to settle, the claims to the vacant and unappropri- 
ated land within the same,' passed the 18th of April 18.06;" which 
was read the first and second time^ and ordered to be engrossed and 
read a third time, to-morrow. 

The message received on Saturday last, from the President of 
the United States, was read, and is as follows: 

To the Senate and Hbtise of Representatives of the United States: 

I transmit to Congress, Ar their consideration, applications 
which have been received from the Minister resident of PrussiAf 
and from the Senates of the Free and Hanseatic cities of Hamburg 
and Bremen, the object ^f which is, that the advantages secui'ed by 
the act of Congress, of 2<^th of April last, to the vessels and merchafti* 
dise of the Metherlandi, should be extended to those of Pmssia* 
Hamburg and Bremen. It will appear from these documents, that 
the vessels of the United States, and the merchandise laden in them, 
are, in the ports of those governments, respectively, entitled to the 
same advantages, in respect to imposts and duties as those of the na« 
five subjects of the countries themselves. The principle of recipro- 
city appears to entitle them to the return of the same favor on tba 
part of the United States, and I recommend it to Congreaa^ th^ 
provision to that effect tiay be made.
